Fields received $3000 for 
evening’s work of four 
while Horner, fighting on a per- 
centage of 15 per cent of the n>t 
receipts, plus train fare from New 
York, received $717.30, Bernstein 
said. 

The city and State each cut into 
‘the gross receipts for the usual 5 
per cent tax. The Hatzfeld Post 
did not collect any money for ‘ts

Superstitions About 


Health-Cures, and Offers Sound. 
Seasonable Maxims in Their Place

(Physical Director and Trainer ) 


UMMER-TIME is exercise-time. 
S It is time tor swimming, tennis, 

golf—and what have you. As 
such it is the time when men and 
women «ngaged in sedentary jobs 
the year. round store up health 
and resistance for the winter to 
follow. All of which would be per- 
fectly fine if it were not for the 
insidious vein of health hokum 
that underlies our summer activi- 
ties. 

You indulge in many of these:ac- 
tivities because you want to. re- 
sardless of whether they are good 
for you or not. And I have no 
bone to pick with you on that score, 
because it is none of my business. 
But you pursue many others, in 
the name of health and beneficial 
exercise. These things are my 
business, since I have taught peo- 
ple health and beneficial exercise 
for 20 years. It is my purpose, 
therefore, to explode a few of the 
more flagrant health superstitions, 
as they affect our life in summer. 
[ shall also attempt to give you 
some sound rules of health and 
exercise to take their place. 

To begin with, let me use a shot 
of TNT on the popular belief that 
exercise is always good for you. 
It isn't. In fact, as the average 
person goes in for it, it is often 
dangerous. The death of Percy 
Haughton, one-time famous foot- 
ball coach, is an example. He was 
only forty-odd years of age when 
he dropped dead while running for 
The strenuous ath- 
letics he had engaged in since early 
youth had caused heart strain. His 
heart just stopped beating in the 
short sprint for the car. 

This business of getting on a ten- 
nis court and playing until your 


Fitness for strenuous exerce 
hinges upon one essential—a strong 
abdominal muscle. Men are nat- 
urally endowed with it. Women. 
just as naturally, are not endowed 
vith it. I daresay, of the girls and 
women who have come to me for 
exercise, Only cne in 10,000 had ab- 
dominal muscle strong enough for 
real physical exertion, 

A well-developed abdominal 
muscle acts as a corset, keeping 
Our complicated insides in place. 
To a certain extent a flaccid ab- 
dominal muscle can be built up by 
special exercises. But an over-de- 
veloped abdominal muscle should 
not be women’s goal. Nature’s way 
is, after all, the best. And, con- 
trary to general opinion, child- 
bearing is far more of an ordea) 
to the athletic woman than it is to 
the woman who has never engaged 
in sports. 

3y all means play a little tennis 
and swim and skate, but pursue 
your hobbies with moderation. And 
if you are wise you will wear an 
athletic girdle to give you the sup- 
port.that nature failed to supply. 
Remember, too, that dancing is 
splendid exercise, mild and passive 
and not overtaxing.
